Alderman Contreras then made a motion seconded by Alderwoman Gagle to adopt Ordinance #4-2-
19 designating the East 79" Street Redevelopment Project Area in the City of Burbank, Cook
County, [llinois. A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0 Nays. Voting Aye: Alderwoman Gagle,
Alderman Contreras, Alderwoman Gustafson, Alderman Grider, Alderman Pacella, Alderman
Piznarski and Alderman Pyle.

Alderman James Grider made a motion seconded by Alderman Piznarski to adopt Ordinance #5-2-
19 adopting tax increment allocation financing for the East 79" Street Redevelopment Project Area
in the City of Burbank, Cook County, Illinois. A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0 Nays. Voting
Aye: Alderwoman Gagle, Alderman Contreras, Alderwoman Gustafson, Alderman Grider.,
Alderman Pacella, Alderman Piznarski and Alderman Pyle.
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Alderman Robert Contreras made a motion seconded by Alderman Pacella to have the City
Attorney prepare an ordinance for Petition 19-01-1 Chris Kwak Construction 8545 South

Parkside Burbank, Illinois requesting a subdivision of the property into two conforming lots of 50 X
124.18 each which has been approved by Zoning. A roll call indicated 7 Ayes and 0 Nays. Voting
Aye: Alderwoman Gagle, Alderman Contreras, Alderwoman Gustafson, Alderman Grider,
Alderman Pacella, Alderman Piznarski and Alderman Pyle.

Mayor Foy informed the audience that the City has made an agreement with a new insurance

company for a substantial savings of $28,000.00 yearly. The Mayor also said that Building /
Zoning Commissioner Dave Ricchiuto is recovering at home after a fall which occurred at his
residence.

The Chair recognized Charles Bandusky 8548 South LaVergne who had a question about the
ordinance that was passed to allow financing for the East 79™ Street Redevelopment Project. City
Attorney Vince Cainkar provided the explanation.

The Chair then invited anyone from Reavis High School to have their government class forms
signed at the adjournment of the Council Meeting.

Prior to adjournment, the City Council recognized Charles Bandusky for his recent participation in
an episode of “Chicago Fire.” City Clerk Barry Szymczak did a “light-hearted” presentation of an
*Oscar” to Mr. Bandusky, with full approval of the audience.

There being no further business, the Chair asked for a motion to adjourn. The motion was made by
Alderman Pacella and seconded by Alderman Pyle with unanimous voice approval and so declared
by the Chair.
